DETAILED ACTION 
Statements of Statutory 35 U.S. C. 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Orenshteyn U.S. Patent no. 6,393,569. 

Regarding claims 1 and 2 

Orenshteyn teaches a software architecture for wireless data, comprising: a wireless data 
receiving and transmitting device application (col. 15 lines 15-18, "the two units would be ... 
using OS services protocol"); a server for processing requests from said wireless device 
application (col. 5 lines 9-13, "the system includes ... in a corresponding file server"); a software 
module running on said server for routing requests from the wireless device application to said 
server through a software module implementing the functionality of particular application for the 
wireless device type (col. 5 lines 23-37, "upon initiation by a client ... the data within the 
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server") but does not specifically teach the software module detects the type of wireless device. 
However, Orenshteyn teaches the remote servers are wholly dependent on the data submitted by 
the client in order to serve the cUent's I/O devices (col. 7 lines 1-5, "The remote servers are ... 
the cUent stations can provide"). Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill 
in the art at the time the invention was made for the servers to know at least the type of I/O 
devices connected to the cHent to run the appropriate command function as described in col. 5 
line 59 to col. 6 line 1, "The applications on the . . . the server's function library").
